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CLAIMS 30-32 ARE PENDING 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Greller et al (Greller), Us 2002/0006612, 17 January 2002. 



Greller is directed to identifying exceptional data patterns [0002]. 
As to claim 30: 

A computer based method for mining a plurality of experiment information for a 
pattern, said method comprising: 

collecting information from experiment; 

gathering information about at least one of a plurality of groupings for said 
experiments to be mined; 

Greller uses data sources that correspond to experimental data gathered in a 
searchable library [0030]-[0032]. 
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adding attributes to the information from experiments; 
Greller teaches that data sources can add attributes, such as source quality 
weights, to the information [0033], [0034]. 
mining transformed information; 

Greller's methods are applicable to data mining of large expression databases 

[0039]. 

displaying the results of the mining; and 
saving the results of the mining. 

Displays of the results are depicted in the figures [0012]. 

As to claim 31 , Greller avoids the use of normalized data sources that skew the 
results, but this exclusion is relaxed if the entire source has been treated in the same 
way, implying that it normalizing methods can be used. 

As to claim 32, the method is applied to microarray data analysis [0030].
